PBOYISIOiSUL  SPECIFICATION^. 

“  An  Improved  Disinfectant  Compound.” 

I,  Anders  Strandii,  of  12  Kaiibergsvargen  Stockholm  in  tlie  Kingdom  of 
Sweden,  Disinfector,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention  to  be  as 
follows :  — 

^  The  present  invention  relates  to  a  disinfectant  to  be  used  for  destroying  all 
kinds  of  vermin  in  walls  and  the  like,  as  moths,  bugs,  cockroaches  and  so  forth, 
wdiich  I  call  “  Lettubrin  The  disinfectant  is  produced  by  mixing  together 
3 — 50  parts  carbolic  acid,  1 — 50  parts  concentrated  acetic  acid,  1 — 10  parts 
benzine,  and  72  parts  of  96  cent  alcohol.  Methylated  spirits  may  be  economi¬ 
cally  used  to  advantage.  The  benzine  enters  into  the  mixture  principally  with 
10  the  object  of  neutralizing  the  unpleasant  smell  of  the  acetic  acid  and  alcohol. 
A  good  disinfectant  is’ obtained  by  the  following  proportions  of  the  constituents  : — • 

15  parts  carbolic  acid, 

12  parts  concentrated  acetic  acid, 

1  part  benzine, 

72  parts  96  fer  cent  alcohol. 

All  parts  expressed  by  weight.

“  An  Improved  Disinfectant  Compound.” 

I,  Anders  Strandh,  of  12  Karlbergsvargen,  Stockholm  in  the  Kingdom  of 
Sweden,  Disinfector,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention  and  in  what 
25  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  to  be  particularly  described  and  ascertained 
in  and  by  the  following  statement :  — 

The  present  invention  relates  to  a  disinfectant  to  be  used  for  destroying  all 
kinds  of  vermin  in  walls  and  the  like,  as  moths,  bugs,  cockroaches  and  so  forth, 
which  I  call  “  Lettubrin  Tlie  disinfectant  is  produced  by  mixing  together 
30  3 — 50  parts  carbolic  acid,  1 — 50  parts  concentrated  acetic  acid,  1 — 10  parts 
benzine,  and  72  parts  of  96  'per  cent  alcohol.  Methylated  spirits  may  be  economi¬ 
cally  used  to  advantage.  The  benzine  enters  into  the  mixture  principally  with 
the  object  of  neutralizing  the  unpleasant  smell  of  the  acetic  acid  and  alcohol. 
A  good  disinfectant  is  obtained  by  the  following  proportions  of  the  constituents :  — 
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Strandh’s  Improved  Disinfectant  Compound. 

15  parts  carbolic  acid, 

12  parts  concentrated  acetic  acid, 

1  part  benzine,  "  „  ... 

72  parts  96  per  cent  alcobol. 

All  parts  expressed  by  weight.  5 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said 
invention  and  in  what  manner  tire  same  is  to  be  performed,  I  declare  that 
what  I  claim  is:  — 

A  disinfectant  compound  composed  of  3- — 50  parts  by  weight  of  carbolic  acid, 

1 — 50  parts  by  weight  of  concentrated  acetic  acid,  1 — 10  parts  by  weight  of  1 0 
benzine  and  72  parts  by  weight  of  96  cent,  alcohol,  substantially  as  described.
